Freedom of the Press. 


There will be universal agieement with what Judge O. N. 


Carter of the Illinois supreme court said 'about the press the 
other day in an address at Chicago to lawyers and newspaper- 
rnfelr? His subject was "Courts and the Press," and what he 
said-about the latter showed that he has a .high appreciation ot 
tlie-press-and its inestimable sei vices to the people. 
The free- 


dom of the press is part of the flesh and blood of the American 
people," said Judge Carter. 
"A- pillar of liberty is found in 


trie\first amendment to the constitution of the United Stales, 
which rules that Congress shall make.no law abridging free- 
dom of, speech or of the press. 
'Light is the best policeman, 


• and > ordinarily an -attempt to censor or repress publications 
produces a state of things sought to be obviated." 


All intelligent people know this to be true, and it is because 


it is true that such protection is thrown about the press by the 
laws and by public sentiment. While il is possible to abuse 
the freedom of the pi ess, as jUs possible to abuse any good 
thing, and while there are instances in which this freedom is 
exercised in ways that give lise to questioning- in the minds of 
some, it still remains-line thai there must be freedom 'for the 
pi ess if there is to- be libei ty for the people. The two go hand 
in' hand, and any unjust cuitailment of Ihe former would in- 
evitably lesult in the impaiiment of the latter. 
, The newspapeis are, as Judge Carter said, the country's 
greatest educational institution. They constitute the universal 
school. They are read by old and young-, the educated and 
the unschooled, Ihe native bom and the foreign born. They 
enter practically every home in the land every day in the year 
and exert an influence beyond all 'computation. 


And while the press has so large a share in creating and di- 


recting'' public sentiment, it is also largely governed by public 
serit'imenl. The press acls upon the people, and. in turn the 
people act upon the press. 
For this reason the newspapers 


will always be just aboul what the public demands, and where 
they fall below the proper standard '-in character the responsi- 
bility must be divided abW equally between the publishers 
and the public. The great majority of the newspapers, large 
add 'small, seek Ihe higher levels and serve the public truth- 
fully, and faithfully, and there is consequently reason to re- 
joiceln the freedom of the press,, and in a press which, in the 
mam, 
does not abuse its high pi ivileges.
